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Scott County Court Near Adoption of Food Stamps

B E N T O N - Scott county may join Dunklin, Pemiscot, New Madrid and 
Mississippi counties in adopting the federal food stamp program to replace the 
commodities program. 
The county court yesterday heard a group of wholesale and retail merchants 
discuss the advantages of the stamp program. 
Grocers from Chaffee, Oran, Charleston, Sikeston and Scott City told the 
court that no one is against the program who understands it. 
People are often scared of changes and suspicious of things they do not 
understand, they said. 
The groups consisted of O. D. Clayton, Sikeston; Gordon Shy, Chaffee; Bill 


Wallace, Oran; Jim Grant, Charleston; Orval Shamblin, Sikeston; Emmett Robert, 
Scott City; Walter Dillow, Scott City; Bob Matthews, Sikeston; and J. E. Harper, 
Sikeston. 
The stamp program is a federally financed program designed not only for 
people on welfare but also for elderly people and others who have inadequate 
income to buy food for their families. 
The commodities program, came under attack yesterday. 
Harper, a wholesale grocer, told the court that food stamps are not only good 
for the county but good for the retailer. 
"The small food merchant, the neighborhood store, would benefit in a greater 
proportion than the larger stores," Harper said. 


The court heard a similar group of grocers last spring, but there was strong 
opposition then and the program was not approved by the court. 
According to a petition signed by county retailers' 
"A survey reveals that retailers in Pemiscot and Dunklin counties are very 
enthusiastic about the coupon program. A survey has failed to turn up one 
recipient of food coupons who would even consider returning to the commodities 
program." 
The groups cited reasons why the stamp program is preferred: 
First, the food stamps allow for a better variety and a better balanced diet for 
the recipients.

GREENING - IRISH STYLE 
Once again it’s time for the greening of America -- 
Irish style. And the White House, where resides a 
somewhat loosely connected son of old Ireland, not only 
will celebrate St. Patrick's Day on Wednesday, March 17, 
but will make it a two-day holiday. The President has 
scheduled an “Irish Evening at the White House” the 
night before St. Patrick’s Day to mark his wife Pat’s 59th 
birthday. Topping the guest list will be John M. Lynch, 
Prime Minister of Ireland. 
Lynch was the Nixons’ host during a tour of Ireland 
last October which included a visit to Timahoe, in 
County Kildare. That’s where the President’s Quaker 
ancestors are said to have lived. Taking note of the 
dispute surrounding the claim, Nixon remarked good 
humoredly: “While sometimes the tendency of American 
politicians to try to trace their ancestry to Ireland is 
looked upon as being somewhat strained ... I can assure 
you that in these days we will do anything that will help 
us win.

Although both universities are nominally all male at the 
undergraduate level, each has a close relationship with a 
nearby women’s college.

Trustees of the 
latter two will meet at Key Biscayne, Fla., starting 
Friday, March 19, to decide on whether to effect a 
merger.

Illustrated, Dec. 14, 1970). “ It’s a different world. These 
students need to deal with ambiguity, to be frustrated as 
hell and yet live with it, even thrive on it. That’s a kind of 
discipline, to o .” 
The advent of coeducation may provide the university 
with badly needed additional funds. In the past decade, 
Notre Dame has increased faculty salaries by 70 per cent 
and put up a dozen major buildings financed by $100 
million raised during that period. Because of that 
spending, 
however, the university’s endowment has 
grown only to $60 million - a pittance compared to 
Harvard’s $1 billion-plus. 
Notre Dame intends to go coeducational with or 
without St. Mary’s. Other formerly all-male or all-female 
institutions recently have done so - Princeton, Yale, 
Vassar and Sarah Lawrence, to name only a few. And 
there have been few if any complaints from alumni or 
students. Now the Princeton alumnus without male 
offspring can dream of sending his daughters to Old 
Nassau. Perhaps Sarah Lawrence will field a rugby team.

GREENING - IRISH STYLE 
Once again it’s time for the greening o f America -- 
Irish 
style. 
And the White House, where resides a 
somewhat loosely connected son of old Ireland, not only 
will celebrate St. Patrick’s Day on Wednesday, March 17, 
but will make it a two-day holiday. The President has 
scheduled an “ Irish Evening at the White House" the 
night before St. Patrick’s Day to mark his wife Pat’s 59th 
birthday. Topping the guest list will be John M. Lynch, 
Prime Minister of Ireland. 
Lynch was the N ixons’ host during a tour of Ireland 
last October which included a visit to Timahoe, in 
County Kildare. That’s where the President’s Quaker 
ancestors are said to have lived. Taking note of the 
dispute surrounding the claim, Nixon remarked good 
humoredly: “While sometimes the tendency of American 
politicians to try to trace their ancestry to Ireland is 
looked upon as being somewhat strained ... I can assure 
you that in these days we will do anything that will help 
us win. And I think that helps us win." 
“Green Power" was not always so popular in the 
United States. Fleeing famines in the mid-nineteenth 
century, hundreds of thousands of Irishmen arrived in 
America to face prejudice and religious bigotry. Yankee 
employers published notices reading “ No Irish Need 
A p p ly .”

POLITICS IN 
HEALTH CARE 
Those who advocate a National Health Insurance plan 
say there is a great popular demand for this kind of 
government intervention in the health care field. This is 
delia table. 
However, what is not debatable is the fact that lower 
quality care and fewer qualified doctors would becom e 
inevitable under the kind of National Health Insurance 
that prevails in other nations. Even now , a part of the 
doctor shortage f>roblem in the United States is traceable 
to the great numbers of doctors diverted from fulltim e 
private practice into other fields - many having to do 
with government programs. 
According to the magazine “Private Practice,” there 
are 318,000 medical doctors in the United States today - 
one for every 640 persons on the average. No other major 
nation in the world enjoys anything close to this ratio. 
But, of these doctors, 169,656 are engaged in full-tim e, 
private practice and 19,586 in part-time private practice. 
Of the remainder, more than 30,000 electors are now in 
government and administrative work * enough medical 


men to care for three cities the size of Los Angeles. 
As “Private Practice" points out, "... it is government 
involvement in the field of medicine which is, in a large 
measure, responsible ..." for the alleged doctor shortage.

does 
it 
absorb 
many 
physicians 
in 
nonproductive work, but as it moves toward National 
Health Insurance, if countries like Great Britain are a 
criterion, the oppressive characteristics of such a system 
lead to a migration of many of the most talented medical 
men to other lands where there is greater freedom. 
National 
Health 
Insurance is no cure for a doctor 
shortage. 
Yet, unfortunately, it is difficult to oppose a federally 
financed 
health-care 
program 
without 
appearing to 
oppose good health itself. But surely enough Americans 
can understand that politics in the practice o f medicine is 
not the answer for better health-care.

In Defense o f Women

THE BUFFRAGETTE 
I heve spoken with some diedain of the suffragette. What ia the 
m atter with her, fundam entally, ia aimple: »he ia a woman who ha» 
stupidly carried her envy of certain or the superficial privlege» of 
men to such a point that It takes on the character of an obsession, 
and makes her blind to their valueless and often chiefly imaginary 
character. In particular, aha centers this freniy of hers upon one 
definite privilege, to wit, the alleged privilege of prom iaruity in 
am our, the m odem droit du aeigneur. Read the books of the chief 
lady Savonarolas, and you will find running through them an 
hysterical denunciation of what is called the double standard of 
m orality; there is, indeed, a whole literature devoted exclusively to 
it. The existence of this double standard aeems to drive the poor 
girls half frantic. They bellow raucously for its abrogation, Hnd 
demand that the frivolus male be visited with even more idiotic 
penalties than those which now visit the aberrant fem ale, some 
even advocate gravely hia m utilation by surgery, that he may be 
forced into rectitude by a physical disability for sin. 
All this, of courae, is hocus-pocus, and the judiciou* are not 
deceived by it for an instant. What these virtuous beldame« 
actually desire in their hearts is not that the male be reduced to 
chemical purity, but that the franchise of dalliance be extended to 
themselves. The moat elem entary acquaintance with Freudian 
psychology exposes their secret animus. Unable to ensnare males 
under the present system, or at all events, unable to ensnare males 
sufficiently appetizing to arouse the envy of other women, 
they leap to the theory that it would be easier if the rules were less 
exacting. This theory exposes their deficiency in the chief 
character of their sex: accurateobservation. The fact is that, even if 
they possessed the freedom that men are supposed to possess, they 
would still find it difficult to achieve their am bition, for the 
average man, whatever his stupidity, is at least keen enough in 
judgm ent to prefer a single wink from a genuinely attractive 
woman to the last delirious favours of the typical suffragette. Thus 
the theory of the w hoopers and snorters of the cause, in its esoteric 
as well as in its public aspect, is unsound They are simply women 
who, in their tastes and processes of m ind, are tw o-thirds men, and
